tlond to the people and the politiclans of the State |
are sich as to justify his selection s the recipl-
edl of the highest diplomatic honors awarded to
Peansylvanin. We hope he may find, in the
honor of serving bis country abroad, fall eom-
pesation for the disappointments he has en-
countered in s efforts 1o galn losding positions |
at home, aud we have no doubt that he will '
prove w popular and creditable Eovoy Kxtra-
ordinsry and Minister Plenipotentiary.

The new Minlster 0 Austrin, John Jay,
of New York, 15 & desceudant of ono
of the few historic familics of our country
in which political knowledge, eapacity, nnd in-
fluence is “bequeathod from sire to son.” His
revolutionary progenitor was one of the most
celebrated of the early diplomntists of the coun-
try, having served as Mindster to Spain In 1779,
a8 & Commissioner to nogotiate pesce with Eog-
land aftor the Revolutionary war, snd subsc-
quently ns Miuister to England, in 1894, when
he negotinted the celobrated Joy treaty, which,
although it drew upon him a storm of obloguy,
was nocopled by the rullng suthorliies of the
period ns the best adjustmont that could be made. |

A wuoliceable feature of the new appolnt-
ments s the sclection of Ebepozer D,
Bassott, one of the most lntelligent colored
men  of  this  elty, a8 Minister Rusi-
deat and Consul-Genoral Lo Haytl. Our relations
with that reglon are rapidly rising In imporg-
ance, snd the period may not be very distang
wheam it will become nn Integral pirt of the
Great Republie. Av all events, the commercial
interests of the Unitod States might be greatly
profioted by wise diplomiacy in that quarier.
All other things being equal, thore cau be little
doubt tant n colored man of ability could rendas
better servico at the seat of u Governmont eon-
trolled by men of his own race, rullng over a
poople of African descent, than » white umbos-
eadpr, For o similar reason, we preswms, J. K.
Ciny; o colored eltizen of Loulsians, has been
appointod Minister Residont and Consul-General
to Liberin; and he, too, will be wore likely to
swnken cordiality of fooling snd o desire to ud-
vange Americsn interests ou Afric’s barnlog
sunda than & white man,

Few of the other now minlsters nre mon of
groat prominence, but they all possosd fair
recordd. John B, Oarllsle, appolnted Minlster
to Bweden, was one of the frst Senstors from
Weat Virginla, and galned honorable disdnetion
by hils early und contlnuous oppodition o soces-
elon, J. R. Jones, tho new Minister o Bulgium,
was one of the most aetive and eflleient mombors
of the Republican Nutional Executlve Gommites
duriug the lnst Frealdontial campulgn.

The appointments made yesterday embrace
but & comparatively small portion of the diplo-
matle fleld. We presume other changes will soan
bo made, and that while some of the Ministers
whose charactor und tulonts render them useful
in thelr prowont positions will be retained, others
will soon give way to betier mon.

| grand mid on the intramural burying grounds
by the gentlemon who manufactare lnws and
conductn genoral jobbing business nt Harrlsbury,
The question of abollshing the burlal of the
dend within the lmits of the bullt-up portions
of the eity I8 perbaps of sulllelent importance
Lo warrnnt o dldcussion st least, bl we do not
bullevo that the health of the city or any other
conslderation of public welfare demands lmme-
dinte netion on the purt of the Logislntare.

The faot that muny of our legislators who
Luve mude themselves unpleasantly prominent
during the present  resslon by thoir ndvoecacy of
all manner of nelarlous schemwes nre interested
in the varione eometerios in the viclnity of Phi-
Lndelphby, s suthieient to throw susplelon on any
rehemie to nbollsh the eity burying grounds at the
present time, Senntor George Conunell, for in-
tunee, is known o Inrge interest in
Mount Moriah Cemetery, and, consequently, if
the question of forbidding further lnserments
within the elty Uwmits proper should como up In
the Legisloture, Benstor Connell would searecly
be able o vote upon It with that perfeet impnr-
tinlity thut s alwinys to bo desired in mobtors of
this Kind.

Our leglelators are alrendy exposed to too many
temptations, which, owing to the manifold
fruilties of poor human nature, they are unably
to resist; and as lvis an important part of our
duty to guard the legislative morals, and keep
our representatlves at Harrisburg as near a8 pos-
sible to the stralght path of duty and strict ln-
tegrity, we deprecate any efforts to lntroduce o
burlal-ground bill st the present thme. Compa-
rativelyfew interments sre now made in the fow old
time-honored burinl grounds that still romalo un-
polluted by the hand of the spoller, and thera Is
not the ellghtest evidenes thot the health of the
eity b suffered from them. When sueh iy
proved 1o be the case, the rubjeet of abolishing
intramural bLurlals will recolve the sitentlon
which It deserves; but we would much prefer
that Henator Connell nnd othet cemetery propri-
etors should not have tho responsibility of decid-

ing npon the necessity and judiciousness of such
a chapge lmposed upon them.

He has boon not only n stern
Republicun, and 18 a gentleman, but he is pro-
bably the best postmaster Philndedphin has ever
hud. He has touched our dead postal system,
and It has become alive. IHis removal would
hoave caused anlversal regres, nod his recommis-

THE FEDERAL JUDICIARY,
Tim New York Tvibune enlls attention edito-
rlally to the fuct thal the ennvassiug for the new
positions on the bench of the United States
Counrts hue been insugurated alrendy, and enters
ita protest agoinst the conslderation of the elaims
of any man who commences ut this enrly day to
seek these offlees, It will be remembored that
the net pussed by Congress and approyed by the
“President confers upon the Justices of the Su-
preme Conrt the privilege of retiring upon full
piy, on uttaining the age of sovenly years,
Two members of the court fall within this pro-
vislon, and it Is regarded ns cortuin that one of
them ot Jeast will avail hlmsed of the opportu-
nity to seck repose ln the closing days of his lfe.
This will create a vacancy on the Supreme
Bench, ond us the act of Congress also provides
for the appointment of an additional justice,
President Grant will find at bis disporal st least
two of the highest judicial posidons in the coun-
try. 1o addition to these, the newly-created
eircuit judgeships ore to be filled, nnd they are
scarcely less important, and should be tendered
to men of the most unkmpeachnble Integrity and
the most varied wand thorough legal culture. Of
late years these lmportaot conslderations have
not entirely gulded our Presidents io selocting
the men who are to give welght and dignity to
the jurisprudence of the country, The people
will, therefore, look with great intercst to the
course of the new President in the motter, and
they will expect him Lo ignore the eluims of wny
und every ambitious politician who bas no higher
sense of the qualideations requlred of » jurlst
than to Fexort to the nsual disre putable wethod
of pecuring an offiee,
If any position In the eountry should seek a
mun who s thoroughly qualitied for the dis-
charge of 1t duties, It certainly s tant of o Jlllll.{n‘
of ono of our highest Federal courts.  The
jurisprudence of muany of the Stetes hns beon
sunk to the very lowest standurd by the system
of no clectlve Judiclury, wherchy mon who wrg
tolally unfitted for wny ofllee of rospousibllity have
been unabled to nscond the boneh only to retloct
deredit upon It 1o W full messurs of thelr pr-
taan stupidity. The Federal Government has
winely ndhered 1o the old systom of appointment
by the Exenutive, with o continusnee In offiese
derlng e or good belinylor. Hut even this salo-
guard may be rendered ungatory by thu muchi-
nstlons of the  professiona) politlelans.  The
Judges who w10 revelve thelr cou.
miselons from Prosldent Grant will neeassarily,
from the wonurs of tholr olllews, ramaln upon the
beneh ln mosk owsen [Gp yeurs aflor our presont
